SUBJECT: Implementation of Executive Order 12065--- 
Classification Waiver Possibility 


1. E.0. $2005 in Section 1-504 states that: 


"In order to facilitate excerpting and other uses, each 
classified document shall, by marking or other means, indicate clearly 
which portions are classified, with the applicable classification desig- 
nation, and which portions are not classified. The Director of the 
Information Security Qversight Office may, for good cause, grant and 
revoke waivers of this requirement for specified classes of documents 
or information." 


2. It is requested that addressees determine any “specified 
classes of documents or information” for which a waiver from the 
portion classification requirement noted above may be requested from 
the Director of the Information Security Oversight Office. A decision 
to seek a waiver of portion classification for specified classes of 
documents or information should be fully justified. Those addressees 
with waivers from portion classification under the current E.0. 11652 
may find it useful to review them.
